Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. § 101 (utility), 35 U.S.C. 
§112, first paragraph (enablement and written description), and 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) was discussed. Mr Keddie 
indicated that the CLASP-5 protein encoded by the claimed polynucleotides has significant homology to CLASP-1 . Mr. 
Keddie stated that CLASP-1 plays a role in cell-cell communication, among other functions. Mr. Keddie also indicated 
that CLASP-5 shows differential expression in cells, such as T cells. The Examiners stated polypeptide families have 
members with opposite functions and one amino acid change can alter the structure and function of that protein. Also, 
the Examiners suggested to Mr. Keddie submitting arguments or evidence to indicate that CLASP-5 shows differential 
expression in T cells (i.e., activated vs. inactivated; disease vs. normal). Mr. Keddie pointed out that Figure 8 shows 
the alignment of various CLASP proteins and regions of conservation, which would teach one skilled in the art how to 
make functional variants. The Examiners indicated that it was not clear from the Figure what type of domains were 
considered conserved or if these domains had homology to other known proteins in the art. Regarding the 103(a) 
rejection, Mr. Keddie stated that the nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 1 the examiner utilized in the art rejection were 
disclosed in a provisional application. Therefore, the priority date of these claims should be earlier than what was 
recognized by the Examiner and would overcome the art. The Examiners indicated that all arguments would be 
considered when the Response was officially filed .
